REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  history  of  the  world  for  the  year  just 
closed  has  been  the  entrance  of  our  country  into  the  maelstrom  of  calamity, 
called  the  world  war.  While  we  have  not  yet  touched  the  condition  of  our 
allies,  so  aptly  described  by  Lloyd  George  as  "the  unspeakable  agony  of  the 
nations,"  yet  its  dreadful  presence  is  manifest  on  all  sides.  Everything  is 
changed;  all  relations  of  individuals  to  business  and  to  outside  enterprises 
altered,  and  the  sense  of  prosperity,  which  existed  before  our  entrance  into 
the  war,  is  changed  to  a  feeling  of  apprehension,  present  if  not  always  ex- 
pressed. And  this  situation  bears  with  particular  hardship  upon  the  hospitals 
of  the  country.  Patients  are  reduced  in  number  from  pecuniary  reasons,  espe- 
cially of  those  who  have  heretofore  occupied  rooms  that  produced  some  profit 
to  the  hospital.  Annual  subscriptions  have  declined.  The  increased  cost  of 
all  supplies  and  advance  in  wages  to  which  your  attention  has  been  called  for 
the  past  three  years,  has  still  further  materially  advanced,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  that  the  top  has  been  reached.  During  the  past  year,  we  have  made 
no  change  in  the  prices  of  our  private  rooms  from  the  rates  of  the  year  before. 
They  are  lower  than  those  established  by  some  other  hospitals,  and  it  may 
become  necessary  for  us  to  raise  them.  We  hope  to  avoid  it.  Our  ward 
rates  are  the  same  as  existed  five  years  ago.  With  the  higher  standards  of 
service  now  existing  and  the  advances  already  referred  to,  the  cost  of  our 
ward  patients  has  nearly  doubled  in  the  last  ten  years.  Of  course,  the  cost 
of  our  charity  work  has  advanced  in  the  same  proportion,  but  your  attention 
is  called  to  what  is  termed  "pay  patients."  It  is  a  not  uncommon  statement 
from  uninformed  persons  that  hospitals  that  make  charges  to  ward  patients, 
receive  a  large  revenue  from  this  source,  and  some  seem  to  think  that  this 
revenue  is  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  hospital  without  outside  assistance.  To 
such,  it  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  our  ward  patients  are  costing  us 
75  cents  per  day  each,  more  than  we  receive,  even  when  our  regular  rates  are 
paid.  And  in  many  cases  these  rates  are  materially  reduced  to  conform  to 
the  ability  of  the  patient. 

It  is  a  situation,  therefore,  of  largely  increased  cost  of  administration  and 
reduction  of  revenue.  The  result  is  strikingly  shown  in  the  condition  of  the 
New  York  hospitals.  Reports  made  to  their  hospital  association  up  to  October, 
show  a  total  deficit  of  over  one  million  dollars  for  the  year.  Under  existing 
conditions,  it  is  therefore  gratifying  that  we  have,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  a 
small  balance  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger. 

The  Government  requested  all  hospitals  to  make  every  effort  to  enlarge 
the  number  of  nurses  in  training,  in  preparation  for  its  further  demands,  as 
well  as  to  take  the  places  of  those  who  have  gone  abroad  in  various  capacities 
other  than  the  hospital  units.     Conforming  to  this  request,  we  have  fitted  up 
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two  houses  on  Wood  Street,  to  which  have  been  removed  all  employes  of  the 
nurses'  home.  Every  room  in  the  latter  has  been  filled  with  nurses,  the  num- 
ber in  each  room  doubled  wherever  possible.  There  are  in  the  home  2'<!3 
nurses,  of  whom  192  are  pupils.  The  increased  cost  from  this  addition  is 
estimated  at  $8,000  per  annum. 

This  plain  business  statement  of  our  condition  and  the  general  situation 
affecting  us  and  all  hospitals  is  necessary,  because  there  is  a  marked  tendency 
on  the  part  of  the  public  to  withdraw  or  curtail  subscriptions  to  charities.  It 
is  not  always  a  question  of  choice,  but  the  point  I  wish  to  make  is,  that  hos- 
pitals today  are  more  necessary  than  ever  before.  Their  capacity  for  taking 
care  of  those  who  are  at  home,  so  that  the  power  of  the  nation  may  be  up- 
held, for  teaching  medical  students  and  nurses,  so  that  there  may  be  a  regular 
supply  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  have  gone  over  or  are  going;  and  for 
their  assistance  in  caring  for  the  families  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  later  on, 
for  the  men  themselves  as  they  return,  must  not  be  impaired.  In  our  case, 
this  can  be  maintained  if  the  same  generosity  is  shown  us  as  has  been  so  freely 
extended  in  previous  years.  This  statement  is,  therefore,  an  appeal  to  our 
friends  to  stand  by  us  at  this  time  and  enable  us  to  measure  up  to  what  is  ex- 
pected of  us  and  what  is  important  for  us  to  perform. 

No  material  advance  has  been  made  in  the  consummation  of  our  affilia- 
tion with  the  University  of  Chicago  in  connection  with  Rush  Medical  College. 
The  entire  amount  needed  to  make  the  plan  operative  has  been  subscribed,  but 
the  war  is  delaying  progress. 

The  volume  of  our  work  has  not  declined,  and  our  standards  of  service 
have  been  fully  maintained  in  all  ways.  We  admitted  during  the  year  10,205 
people.  Our  entirely-free  work  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
cost  was  $115,342.  In  addition,  there  was  a  large  part-paid  service.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  for  details. 

Responding  to  the  request  of  the  Government  for  conservation  of  food, 
we  at  once  inaugurated  a  system  of  diet  and  method  of  serving,  which  has  re- 
duced the  amount  of  food  fully  25  per  cent.  In  doing  this,  our  desire  to 
assist  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  has  been  fully  explained  to  all  patients 
and  employes,  and  their  co-operation  requested.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that 
the  response  has  been  very  general  and  hearty. 

Our  Nurses'  Training  School  has  been  unusually  successful,  and  we  have 
been  unable  to  accept  all  who  wished  to  come  to  us,  notwithstanding  our 
classes  for  the  year  were  largely  increased  over  any  previous  number.  Pupils 
are  enrolled  for  the  spring  and  fall  classes  of  1918  in  large  numbers. 

Unit  No.  13,  largely  recruited  from  the  hospital,  has  taken  many  of  our 
most  valued  young  doctors  and  graduate  nurses.  At  their  head  is  Dr.  Dean  D. 
Lewis,  one  of  the  famous  surgeons  of  the  country.  The  loss  to  us  of  these 
important  members  of  our  medical  and  nursing  staff  is  serious,  and  will  be 
increasingly  felt  as  time  goes  on.  Led  by  a  stern  sense  of  duty  and  devotion 
to  their  country,  with  high  ideals  of  service,  and  at  much  sacrifice  of  personal 
considerations,  these  men  and  women  have  gone  out  to  represent  us  on  the 
battle  front.    We  are  proud  of  them  and  confident  of  the  record  they  will  make 
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for  themselves  and  us.  And  those  that  are  left  behind  will  endeavor,  by  in- 
creased work,  to  in  some  measure  fill  a  portion  of  the  gap  that  their  absence 
will  cause. 

Under  the  able  guidance  of  its  President,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Graham,  the 
Woman's  Board  has  continued  its  successful  work  of  the  past  years  and  has 
been  of  decided  assistance  in  the  administration  of  the  hospital. 

In  our  last  annual  report,  attention  was  called  to  the  completion  of  our 
new  buildings,  at  a  cost  of  $298,150.  At  that  time  there  was  an  indebtedness 
of  $140,000,  against  which  there  were  certain  pledges  and  a  prospective  gift. 
It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  state  that  this  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  to 
$20,000,  and  that  there  is  no  other  debt  of  any  description  outstanding. 

In  a  quiet  way,  hampered  by  lack  of  means,  but  accomplishing  very  bene- 
ficial results,  our  Social  Service  Department  has  increased  its  scope  and 
shown  additional  usefulness  and  values. 

The  Out-Maternity  Service  has  continued  to  grow,  and  has  shown  very 
satisfactory  results. 

The  teaching  and  research  work  in  connection  with  Rush  Medical  College 
and  the  O.  S.  A.  Sprague  Memorial  Institute  has  grown  in  value  and  im- 
portance, and  is  accomplishing  what  its  sponsors  and  devoted  laborers  for  it 
have  claimed. 

Sincere  thanks  are  due  and  gratefully  tendered  to  our  Superintendent, 
who  has  labored  so  incessantly,  patiently  and  successfully  to  overcome  the 
many  seriom,  difficulties  of  the  past  year;  to  the  Medical  Staff;  to  the  head 
of  our  training  school  and  her  assistants ;  to  our  resident  doctors  and  internes ; 
and  to  our  pupil  nurses  and  employes,  all  of  whom  have  given  us  that  loyal 
service  which  alone  has  brought  us  whatever  success  we  have  attained. 

The  year  upon  which  we  are  entering  is  sure  to  be  beset  with  great  diffi- 
culties, some  of  which  we  can  foresee  and  others  which  do  not  now  appear 
to  us,  incident  to  the  changed  conditions  of  everything  about  us.  Whether  at 
its  close,  we  can  speak  with  gratification  as  we  do  upon  the  year  now  under 
review,  will  depend  to  a  large  degree  upon  the  support  which  is  given  us  by 
this  community,  whose  interests  we  are  trying  to  serve.

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THE  FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE 

SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors: 

For  the  fifteenth  time  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  School  for  Nurses  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

The  school  has  continued  to  carry  on  its  functions  of  education  and  of 
service  in  the  various  departments,  as  reported  each  previous  year,  and  as 
well  known  by  all  interested  in  its  work. 

In  addition,  during  1917,  it  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  Occupa- 
tional Department,  established  in  February  by  Miss  Drake  and  the  Woman's 
Board,  organized  and  managed  until  July  1  by  Miss  Susan  E.  Tracy.  Since 
that  time  and  until  a  permanent  instructor  be  possible,  the  department  is  being 
carried  by  pupil  nurses  who  had  been  members  of  Miss  Tracy's  classes. 
Through  this  department  many  patients  of  the  hospital,  men  and  women,  have 
learned  that  they  are  much  less  helpless  than  they  had  thought  themselves, 
and  the  nurses  of  the  school  are  being  prepared  to  take  an  intelligent  part  in 
the  task  of  re-education  of  the  disabled  man.  A  recent  affiliation  with  the 
Mental  Hygiene  Society  through  the  Henry  B.  Favill  School  of  Occupation  is 
further  stimulating  this  important  work. 

Responding  to  the  request  of  the  National  Council  of  Defense,  a  class  of 
sixty-four  students  was  admitted  in  September,  the  largest  ever  received.  The 
entrance  of  this  number  was  made  possible  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  fitting  up  and  furnishing  two  houses  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Home.  Also  to  aid  in  training  large  numbers  of  women  for  graduate  nurse 
service,  non-resident  students  are  being  admitted.  These  students  must  meet 
the  regular  entrance  requirements  of  the  school,  but  on  account  of  non-resi- 
dence their  hours  of  duty  are  shortened,  so  they  may  go  to  and  trom  their 
homes  during  daylight  hours. 

On  account  of  the  need  of  graduate  nurse  service  by  the  Government,  the 
school  is  reducing  its  graduate  nurse  staff  to  the  lowest  possible  number  and 
is,  as  far  as  practicable,  filling  these  positions  with  such  of  the  school  graduates 
as  are  unable  to  give  war  service. 

Each  month  sees  an  increased  number  of  our  graduates  enrolled  in  Gov- 
ernment service.  A  few  have  been  in  active  war  work  since  1914;  some  are 
in  cantonment  service  in  this  country;  several  have  left  with  Hospital  Units 
for  France,  while  a  large  number  are  waiting  to  go  with  Unit  13. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  nursing  the  patients  of  the  hospital  and  in 
addition  caring  for  the  operating  rooms,  clinics,  diet  kitchens,  examining  rooms 
and  Occupational  Department,  the  members  of  the  school  have  given  281  days 
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of  service  in  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  hospital;  1620  days  in  the 
Central  Free  Dispensary;  1183  days  in. the  Out  Door  Obstetrical  Department; 
446  days  in  Durand  Contagious  Hospital ;  42  days  of  special  duty  nursing. 

The  "North  Graduate  Nurse"  has  cared  for  203  different  and  seriously  ill 
patients,  who  otherwise  would  have  been  left  to  general  nursing  care,  and  has 
accomplished  209  days  of  this  special  duty. 

An  average  of  45  graduate  nurses  have  accomplished  16,452  days  of  special 
duty,  mainly  for  the  patients  in  the  Private  Pavilion.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S 
AUXILIARY  BOARD 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

This  organization  shall  be  called  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 
Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  continue 
in  office  one  year  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

For  honorary  officers,  see  By-Laws  Five,  Sections  a  and  b. 

ARTICLE  III 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers, 
chairman  and  vice-chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  and  other  members  of 
the  Board  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  to  fill  the  expired  term  of  one  of 
three  classes,  serving  three  years  respectively. 

ARTICLE  IV 

The  membership  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes,  Active,  Associate,  Gen- 
eral and  Contributing.  Active  members  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Board  by  their  respective  churches,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  this  election  shall  be  approved  by  said  Board. 

For  Associate  Membership,  see  By-Law  Seven,  Section  1. 

For  Honorary  Membership,  see  By-Law  Five,  Section  c. 

General  Membership  shall  consist  of  those  who  by  reason  of  personal  inter- 
est in  the  Hospital  are  Active  Members  of  the  Board  but  are  not  representa- 
tives of  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Contributing  Membership  in  charge  of  the  Contributors'  Fund  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V 

Standing  and  Special  Committees  shall  be  formed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require.  The  chairman  of  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  each  com- 
mittee. New  members  elected  to  the  Board  shall  signify  on  which  committee 
they  wish  to  serve.     See  By-Law  7,  Sections  4  and  7.

shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  January  at  11  a.  m.,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board.  The  President  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  asked  to  preside  at  this  meeting.  The  minutes  of  the 
annual  meeting  shall  be  approved  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY 


Due  to  the  change  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  was  no  annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  held  in  1917.  Since  January  there  have  been  meet- 
ings each  month  with  the  exception  of  July,  August  and  September.  There 
have  also  been  eight  Executive  Committee  meetings. 

The  largest  attendance  was  85  in  June,  and  the  smallest,  60,  in  Febraury, 
making  an  average  of  74.
